New York, Sept.. 10 — K G. Dun 
& Co's weekly review of trade, which 
issues to-morrow, will say: 

There i* no halting in the advance. 
Business grows better in all ways, for 
while its speculative and breaks con- 
spicuous gamble's for a decline, a 
steady increase in pioloction, in 
working force and in the power ol the 
people to purchase is the feature 
which overshndows all others Rt- 
ports of New Yolk trade unions show 
an Increase since one year ago of 84 
per cent in the number of men at 
work, and a similar increase among 
men in like positions throughout the 
country would exceed 340,000. while 
every week adds many establishments 
to the active list. The coal millets’ 
strike h is disclosed such facts and 
brought to light such differences that 
work will probably be very soon re- 
sumed by a large share ol the men. 
The farmers ate helped by higher 
prices for wheat, and while Western 
receipts do not show that they have 
marketed n tenth of their crops, as- 
surance of a handsome profit to come 
prepares them to buy liberally here- 
after. Because of this and the in- 
crease of hands at work dealers 
throughout the country have started 
to rep’etnish stocks, which is the 
great iorce at present operating in 
manufacturing and trade, through 
distribution by retail trade has greatly 
increased, A gain of 12 per cent in 
one ruonth in the output of pig iron, 
from 165 378 tons August 1 to 185,- 
506 September 1 with knowledge 
that hall adt/.en other furnaces ate 
ptepating to resume, and that unsold 
stocks have been reduced 14 400 tons 
Weekly in August, indicating con- 
sumption of about 190,000 tons more 
than explains the moderate advance 
in prices ol finished products, avciag- 
ing hut 6 per cent since the lowest 
point, August 12. Pig is a shade 
stronger at Chicago, but the proof 
that the advance is healthy is found 
in the growing demands ot consum- 
ers, especially foi bars, with inquiries 
for 300,000 tons repotted at Chicago, 
for structural work, including 12,000 
tons ior Santa Fe bridges, for all sorts 
of car material, including 10,000 ax- 
les, and for plates, especially for ship- 
yards on the lakes, so that the most 
prices have advanced Jr per ton. 
Rods, sheets and merchant pipe are 
in heavy demand. Copper is steady 
and lead a shade stronger at 4 15c 
and the production of coke has reach- 
ed 124,000 tons, with 12 717 ovens in 
operation. 

Wheat has risen 5c the past week, 
not in a tlurry, but in answer to tiie 
daily increasing foreign demand. 
Though reports of the crop, now al- 
most wholly out of danger, indie it s a 
yield never sui passed but once, for- 
eign accounts still strengthen the be - 
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lief that the deficiency abroad will be 
alnut 100.000,000 bushels more than 
usual, and meanwhile reports indi- 
cate that less corn than was expected 
will be available for export. Its 
pi ice has risen about #c. While 
wheat receipt's at Chicago have been 
breaking the records, nceipts at all 
the Western points are for the week 
a little below last year's, but Atlan- 
tic exports, 9778,138 bushels (flour 
included), against 4 270,755 last year 
lor two week, with 5 579.771 bushels 
corn, against 3 570 704 last year, in- 
dicate a foreign demand apparently 
limited at present only by ship room. 

Sii.ce the small corner in August, 
cotton has relapsed to 7 'jC, no ru- 
mors affecting prices much. North- 
ern mills ure consuming very largc'y. 
with a continuing demand for goods, 
which has advanced the prices of 
many. With enormous speculative 
sales of wool, which appear to con- 
stitute most of the market at Boston, 
there is also more buying there and 
elsewhere by the woolen mills, which 
are enjoying extraordinary demand 
for goods at prices averaging not to 
percent higher than was paid early 
in the year. 

The average advance for the week 
in sureties has been $1.12 per share 
for railtoads and 79c ior trusts. 

Failures for the week have been 215 
in the United States, against 315 last 
year, and 36 in Canada, against 47 
last year.

Price of Products Other 
Than Wheat Make 
It Certain. 

Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 11.— Senator 
Will Lindsay looked up from a big 
law brief tins morning long enough 
to answer some persistent questions 
of the Time* corresu^ident, as fol- 
lows: 

“The indications of improving bus- 
iness conditions in Kentucky are un- 
mistakable. The increased prices of 
agricultural products are generally re- 
lieving the pressure under which the 
farmers cl the country hnve been la- 
boring dating the past f jnr years. If 
wheat alone w.is commanding a bet- 
ter price, it might be inferred that the 
case was exceptional and resulting 
alone from the failure of the the wheat 
crop in other grain growing countries, 
but, corn, barley, potatoes, hogs, beef, 
tobacco, and, in fact, every agricul- 
tuial product is following the lead of 
wheat. Universal economy iu expen- 
ditures is no longer necessary. Many 
debts have been paid and many will 
be paid with the proceeds of the 
crops now being sold, and, as con- 
sumption increases, ail kinds oi busi- 
ness will naturally look up. The 
acute stage of the movement in favor 
of cheap money and silver monome- 
tallism has been passed, and teviving 
confidence is encouraging legitimate 
business enterprises. 

•‘We ate not likely to have flush 
times in the near future, and relief 
(•tn the effects ot the financial de- 
pression under which the country 
has been suffering must come grad- 
ually, but it will come. Just in pro- 
portion as the people realize that they 
must rely upon their own efforts, and 
that Cougress can not reestablish 
prosperity by law, the sense of confi- 
dence and security will thereby be 
promoted, and will encourage the use 
of the money of the country in active 
business operations aud thus make 
times better. 

"We have been told time and again 
that falling prices make times hard. 
If such bethe case theconvets: of the 
proposition must be true, that in- 
creasing nrices will make times good. 
I do not look tor a phenomenal 
change of condition, but «e have 
reason to expect that conditions will 
gradually but steadily change tor the 
better.”

Sunday's Evansville Courier con- 
tained in pait the following notice in 
regard to Rough River navigation: 

Here the government has expended 
considerably ovtr $100,000 in the con- 
struction and maintenance of a lock 
and dam about nine miles above the 
mouth of the river, with a view of 
providing slack water to Hartford, 
the county seat of Ohio county. The 
appropriations for this work have 
been as follows: Sept. 9, 1890, $25,- 
000: July 14, 1892, $15, coo; Aug. 17, 
1894. $22,500: June 3, 1896, $43,000. 
Total, $105,000. 

The river is narrow and covered on 
both sides with heavy forests of tim- 
ber which, on account of natural de- 
cay and the eflVct of storms, is con- 
stantly precipated into the streams, 
thus requiring very constant vigilance 
to keep the channel clear. Over- 
hanging timber and boughs also tend 
to obstruct navigation. 

At this time the navigation on this 
stream is entirely suspended by rea- 
son of an accumulation of these ob- 
structions In its channel.
